His yvreat atonement includes His 
perfect life in) a mortal body, His 
death in our stead bearing our sins, 
His resurreetion from the dead, all of 
Which may be included in the saying, 
“The precious blood of Christ” (LP Pet, 
i, 19). At present, as our great high 
priest, He is at the right hand of God, 
for us, and He will come again to re- 
evive His body, the church, and to set 
up His kingdom of peace and right.

That the Messiah of Israel, the great 
King, should be a man was plainly 
foretold in Gen. iii, 16; xxii, 1&8; Deut, 
xviii, 18; Tea. ix, 6,7, and many other 
places.

He 
svid to the two with whom He walk- 
ed to Emmaus, who were so cast 
down because of His death, and so 
disappointed because He had not re- 
deemed Israel, “O fools, and slow of 
heart to believe all that the prophets 
have spoken.’ He also said to the 
disciples in the upper room that same 
evening, “All things must be fulfilled 
Which were written in the law of 
Moses and in the prophets and in the 
psalms concerning me" (Luke xxiv, 
2h, 44) 

He appeared at least ten times to 
one more of His diseiples during 
those torty days between His resur- 
rection and ascension from Olivet, five 
times on the first day, and our lesson 
tells of His first appearance, and that 
was to Mary Magdalene (Mark xvi, 
‘) We do not find that Mary of 
Bethany was with the other women at 
the tomb on the resurrection morn- 
ing, for she seems to have believed 
what He had said about His death 
end resurrection, and she anointed 
Him teforehand for His burial (Matt 
Xxvi, 12; Mark xv, &). The purchase 
of splees by the other women was an 
vetoof love, but not of faith, for had 
they believed that He would rise 
again they would not have purchased 
spices with whieh to anoint His body, 

As soon as Mary Magdalene saw

ROBES HAND-WOVEN. 


Cottage Looms In Suffolk at Work on 
Royal Velvet. 


in Suffolk the few remaining hand 
loom weavers are hard at work muk- 
ing the velvet for the coronation 
robes, 

Among the number are the Misses 
Poakes, members of a family 
weavers who in days past were maker 
f bunting for the royal navy. In 


In the ancient borough of Sudbury | 


their eottage, which was once visited | 
by the Queen, are two hand looms on | 


whieh are two lengths of beautiful 
velvet one rich erimson in color and 
the other dark brown, 


The weavers are seated when at 


their looms, their feet working pedals | 


resembling these of an organ, There 
ar two seta of threads, the visible one 
! forming the back of the material, and 
the other the pile, each of these being 
delicately threaded through vertical 
threads known as the harness. The 
| weaver passes the shuttle backward 
and forward, and each warp and weft 
is pressed home by a swinging wood- 
n frame 
the loom on a wire cuts the threads 
to make the pile, 

The process of manufacture is slow 
and tedious The tame is occupied 
| not so much in the weaving as in the 
cleaning At each foot or so made 
the weaver uses a curious knife ‘ike 
n spokeshave and shaves the surface 
of the velvet to clean it. There are 
now not more than thirty hand loom 
weavers left in Sudbury, the Misses 
Foalkes befng among the 
The rows of weavers’ cottages, now oc.
